Before writing this we happened to Jook at 
the August number of the ‘Revue, d’Egypte 
et d’Orient,” and found on pages 352 and 3°3,

as Cur de Moineau and La

couraged to show their worth to any. real 
extent. We are told that the reign of the 
Cercle is over, and that a new theatre is to be 
built, Toat is good news: we shall no longer 
have harried ‘selections made avyhow (with 
the exception of one or two performers chosen 
for individual reasons), snd no more pieces 
which no one wants to see, even well done. 
We know oar Cercle and have soffered-much 
at their hands : they are indeed a Cercle en- 
closing in an unbroken ring all choice, and im- 
pervious to all public opinion, getting up 
exh bitions of pictares in which ouly a few bad 
Freach paintings are shown, to represent an 
International Fine Arte Exhibition. And we 
know our theatre at Cairo,—small, chilly, 
badly ventilated, with its interminable entr’- 
actes, and its crowd of apathetic abonnés, who 
annex every stall in the place long before the 
season begins, and who, during the season, 
drown all the performance by ceaseless coughs, 
whispers, rastling, and shifting of teet. 

They are not a large nor an important 
section of Ciro : they have bought their seats 
as they might~bay a frockcoat: a certain 
cachet, and veil of taste, gentility, and artistic 
propensities, enhanced by the chance of wearing 
evening dress, is obtained for the money. The 
tew enlightened people who have boxes are an 
entire minority. Now that very minority—a 
few French and Italian and Syrian theatregoers, 
aud very occasionally two or three of the 
English community, represents the real Cairo 
pablic for which the theatre should be open,. 
that public who would go to goo places in a 
good theatre, for good performances, but,who - 
will not go near the Khediviat Opera House 
except Once in way to a box. And that public 
is highly educated, masical, possessing more 
than one language, knowing books and plays 
and pictures, 6 public most of whom have 
heard the great plays and operas at Paris, 
London, and elsewhere: why then exclude 
them ! We want a large theatre properly built, 
wi'h not only stalls but some convenient circle 
where the abonnés might be honsed—they 
might have the seats there—and welcome. 
Thea stalls and boxes, except a very few, 
should be open to everyone: in a word 
it should be an attraction for this very 
resident public and for the visitors. Ad good 
manager who knows that his “house” depends 
on his efforts would soon see that good pre- 
formances were given, and that people were 
not played with, and laughed at, treated with 
that cynical and financial contempt which we 
bave had hitherto; the artistes would respond 
to a good andience instead of showing, as did 
Coquelin, and to a slight degree the Le Bargy 
troupe, that they are playing to the ignorant. 
The Cairo andience has been called cold: of 
course it is, this abonné section which takes up 
so, much place in the Cairo theatre, the Con- 
tinental Bar, and such places, and so little 
if any—in the lite and thought of European 
Cairo. 

The state of affairsand the remedy is obvious 
to anyone who frequents the theatre. Everyone 
has paid, and so no one cares: the very few. 
who do are not listened to. The whole at- 
mosphere real as metaphorical of the theatre 
is now chilly, now stifling—apathy smiled on 
by cynicism. Of course we cannét slways hope 
for the great names we have quoted, but we 
can always bave some: and che troope in 
general can be better selected, as also some 
condactor whose sole interests are not brass 
and crashing effects out of place,—as alroa 
chorus with some sort of voice.and volume, not 
to mention time. At present the aversge vight 
is like, let us say, an “off-night” at Malta, if 
as good: and in the Valetta Theatre you pay 
eighteenpence, or at most two or three shillings, 
tor a stal). Let us hope that the change is 
really going to take place that we are going 
tohave what we want, and thatthe 1905-6 
season is the last .inglorions flicker of what 
can we call it but pre-artistic Cairo. Let the 
financiera return to their stocks and shares, 
and the abonnés to their bars, and leave the 
management open for those who will devote 
themselves to pleasing Cairo, and the theatre 
to those who are only too ready tobe pleased, 
who can appreviate and applaud whatever is 
really worthy of their attention.

THE PROGRESS OF ROYALTY. 


Bedreshein, Sunday. 

The ueaally somnolent village of Bedreshein, 
which is the «tation for Sakkara (refer to 
Baedaecker), is in a great state of excitement 
over the approaching visit of the Royal tra: 
ve'lere, who are timed to arrive there at ten 
o'clock to-morrow, Inshsl'ah ! Jnter alia the 
venerable Sheikh of Bedrezhein, Muhamed 
Dodo, has prepared according to his hamble 
estimation a worthy reception, consisting of 
Bedouio fisgs and banners draped acro.s the 
hemlet’s most noble thoroughfare. Mcvhamed 
is the proud owner of sixty donkeys and 
donkey-boys, and these have also been decked 
out for the auspicious occasion. 

With all due acknowledgments for tbe kindly 
intention, his Royal H-ghneas will ba wise in 
pre’erring tha more comfortable locometion of 


‘) the Khedive’s broagham, which his Highne-s 


has graciously placed at the disposal of his 
Royal goests. In this vehicle, by tha bye, the 
d:stingaished travellers will drive to the Tombs 
of Sakkara. The progress of Princes acts as a 
healthy stimalos to natioval life. Potemkin 
bnilt villages along the route followed by 
Catherine of Rassia ; Kaiser William’. visit 
extended very considerably the system of com- 
man'cations of the Ottoman metropolis ; H.I.M. 
the Sultan proceeds once a year to Stamboul 
by way ef a sanded road. So, ton, at Sakkara. a 
carrisgeable roate, tormad of Nilotic mad, 
crosses the smiling grass-lands between the 
palm-groves of B-dreshein and the edge of the 
Lybian wilderness. 

In the scant +hade of this magnifisent grove 
lia the roins of the Temple of Phta, the Sun- 
God, a pictare:qne grouping of co!amns and 
Egyptian capitols, ssattered around a silent 
pool. Beyond this, and similarly protected from 
the tense rays of the real god of day, is the 
statae of Rimeses II., on whom be peace. It is 
of gigantic proportions bat withal has nothing 
of awfa! majesty ahonot it—indeed the scalptor 
has given toths Royal lips an expression of 
beautiful benevolence. When the writer arrived, 
he foand the custodians basily engaged in 
waxhing his Egyptian greatness with a pleutifal 
sopp'y of soap and water! 

The desert rsnte is lined with stones, and is 
regularly patrolled by Ezyptian police, The 
Maison Mariette has also ben fitted out for 
the nonce, and in one of the rooms looking out 
on to the desert a table has been daintily pre- 
pared on which two gla ses and as many napkins 
stand c»nspicaous. This, however, was & sacri- 
legious peep throagh a crack in the partition.

LARGEST SHIP THROUGH CANAL. 


A PILOT'S EXPLOITS. 


(From our CoRRESPONDENT. ) 


Port Said, Monday. 

The leviathan 8.8. Q iloa, the second of 
four new Britixh Iodia steamers of the same 
type, *recent!y built for their coast service, 
arrived here on Friday. One of our brilliant 
examp'es of seamanship, a Greek pilot. board- 
ei her at once and proceeded, much to the 
amusement of the numerous onlookers, to run 
over two buoys, one of which was 17 feet 
high and was surmounted by a gas lamp and 
gallery. After some ‘lit-le incidents,” which 
he informed the captain were ‘No-ding S8are” 
(Anglice “Nothing sir”) be sent two enor- 
mous lines to a mooring baoy on the wrong 
side of the harbour snd went ahead in soch 
& manner that these had to be left on the 
bnoy and recovered afterwards. The process 
of bringing the ship in, etc., occupied four 
and a half hoors,~ a record performance, the 
ship being eventually fast st half-past two p.m. 

Th Qniloa i+ a tarret +hip of the latest type, 
carrying 12,/00 tons cargo and displacing 
16,700 tons. She has a length of 47% fe t and 
& huge beam of 50 faet, which measurements 
make her qvite the largest ship to go through 
the Canal. She steams 11 kno’s and is intended 
for service between Bombay and Calcutta. She 
went through the Canal in 29 hoars, of which 
three were taken up in being tied up to permit 
the passage of other ships. 

The &.8, Chatham. 

'wo days ago atelegram arrived, “Passage 
round Chatham clear,” and ships passed the 
spot with esse. To-day, evidently, other pieces 
of broken hull have been discovered, for the 
passage has been stopped for a few hours 
until such time as the channel can be re- 
bnoyed, as was the care formerly, No actual 
reliable information cau be gathered aa to the 
state of things at Kil. 10, bnt it is antici- 
pated that the Canal will be absolately o'ear 
of all signs of wreckage of this somewhat 
interesting ship by the end of April. Consi- 
derable dredging has to be done, buat the 
greater part ot the mass of twisted and 
broken ironwork has heen removed. When 
down at the spot a fiw days ago I saw on 
the eastern bank no less a qrantity of broken 
plates and frame: than 80 tons. This, conpled 
with the 700 tons odd now in Port Said, 
should pretty nearly represent the whole ot 
the hall,

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FRANCE AND EGYPT. 


FRESH LIGHT ON FASHODA. 


M. Etienne Lamy, the eminent academi- 
cian, who conducts ‘ Le Correspondent,” has 
just repablished under the title “Tbo Lesson 
of a Century,” the complete collection of bis 
hiatoric studies on France’s rble in Egypt—its 
greatness, its decline, and its fall. 

The last of the articles, which appeared & 
few days ago, was devoted entirely to the 
Congo-Nile Mission, and gave several pre- 
viously unpublished details of great interest 
with respect to the Fashoda affair. 

M. Lamy ‘proceeds to tell how Marchand 
conceived the Fa-hoda plan. In doing so he 
pictures Marchand’s keen penetration with 
regard to England’s policy in Africa. Marchand 
not-only saw that England had begnn to 
connect the Cape and Cairo, but alao that she 
was preparing for the other great effort, which 
wonld create a junction between her East 
African possessions and those of the Niger. 

If this immense ‘ Engli h cross” was traced 
on the map of Africa, the Continent would 
be carved up into four sections, the com- 
municationa between which could be opened 
or shat at Englend’s will. 


England would thus “become mistress of |- 


what she seemed to leave to others” ; and no 
interests were more menaced than those 
of France. Marchand’s solution of the problem 
shortly was: Fashoda was the key of the 
situation. Hare the two arms of the “cross” 
intersected. Take this, and the oross was 
severed with a single atroke. In case England 
preferred to pay rather than to fight for its 
Cape-Cairo domination, large concessions in 
Eastern Africa might be wrested from it. 
After pro'onged persaasion Marchand snuc- 
ceeded (in June, 1°96) in bringing the French 
Government around to his way of thinking and 
left. for Fashoda, with the command not to 
make known, before his end was achieved, his 
trne role as ‘Chief of the Congo Nile Mission,” 
The diffizulties that the ‘expedition had to 
encounter are dealt with at length, Marchand’s 
progress being traced down to his arrival in 
Fashoda, wh4re he found “the rnins of a popn- 
lation in the ruins of a city.” Marchand had 
conquered natore; now began the atraggle 
against man. “L’Eclair,” whi-h p-blishes the 
remarkable story of the former to-day, will pro 
duce to-morrow what it describes as the most 
tragic part of M. Etieone Lawy’s memorable 


atudy—thatof the Anglo-French oorflist, em- | 


b.rrassed by tha pasillanimity of Delosssé, 
ani, thanks to his lack of diacarnment, brought 
to an end so unprofi‘ably for France.”

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours journey by raii from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet stay. The total 

absence of vehicular traffic strikes one as very

'to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
|at every turn. The approach to Venice from

the snow-clad Alps. 

In and around the town the walks are 
charming, and the excursions to be made from 
Lucerne by boat, rail, etc., are very numerous. 

The Like of Lucerne abounds in delightful 
excursions, those to the Rigi, Pilatus, Burgen 
stock and Sonnenberg needing a special visit 
each. Other excursions on the lake can be 
made by steamer, and the ever-changing 
scenery on the trip from Lucerne to Fluelen is 
a source of delizht to the lover of nature. 

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated on the 
most beautiful part of the Lake of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views of lake and 
mountain scenery. Along the Lake of Un 
from Brunnen to Fluelen runs the famous 
A xentrasse. 

A delightful excursion from Lucerne is 
that to ENGELBERG. Take boat to Stansstad 
and from Stansstad it is about 1 hour and 
40 min. by Electric Railway, with delightful 
scenery en route. The ascent of Titlis, is 
made from here, and the panoramic view of 
the Alps is grand; extending from AJ/onte 
Rosa to the Black Forest, and from the 
Santis to the Matterho:n. 

THE BERNESE OBERLAND.—INTER- 
LAKEN a favourite summer resortand the best 
centre for making excursions in the Oberland, 
abounding in fine walks and views. There is 
a magnificent view of the Jungfrau from the 
Hoheweg, a fine avenue of walnut trees the 
chief resort of visitors. Interlaken is also not 
far from the famous waterfalls, Giessbach, 
Trummelbach and Staubbach.

CHATEAU D’OEX. 3,500 ft. above the sea 
on the new Electric Railway between Montreux 
and Interlaken, surrounded by magnificent 
scenery, with pure dry air.

GREECE and IONIAN ISLES. 


Many people visit Greece after wintering 
in Egypt, as it is so easily reached from Alex- 
andria ; the climate in April is charming. The 
best steamers are those of the Khedivia] Mail 
Co. and the Russian Steam Navigation Co. 

If possible tourists should arrange to be in 
Athens forthe Orthodox Easter in order to 
witness the Good Friday and Easter Eve 
ceremonies, and to be presen at the dancing 
on the Easter T esday festival held at Megara 
for which a special train is run from Athens. 

It is worth while to spend a few days in 
CORFU on account of the beauty of the 
scenery. There is also good snipe and quail 
shooting to be had.
